JONDEL Mini-Hedger Is Designed For 
Cross Cutting In Hedgerow Plantings 


VISALIA — New techniques 
in agriculture create needs for 
new types of equipment, and 
therein lies the reason why Paul 
Johnson and Pete Wedel, of 
Visalia, have developed the 
Jondel Mini-Hedger, designed to 
cross-cut hedgerow-planted 
citrus orchards. 

With many of the more 
recently planted citrus orchards 
closely set in the hedgerow 
pattern, and with many older 
orchards interset, problems. of 
movement through the grove 
increase as growth eliminates 
the space between trees. 

The Mini-Hedger is designed 
to move across hedgerow 
plantings. It is narrow, only 31 
inches from center to center of 
its track tread, and it moves 
across furrows with ease. It is 
the only machine in the field 
now that will do this, the larger 


hedging machines, designed to 
work up and down the 
hedgerows, being too large to 
cut cross ways. 

“The Mini-Hedger will do 
anything the other machines will 
do, but it will also do what the 
other machines can’t do - that’s 


cut across the hedgerow 
plantings,” Wedel and Johnson 
say. 


As hedgerow or. interset 
plantings develop, need to open 
up the orchard becomes more 
critical as difficulties start to 
build up in the moving of 
sprinkler equipment and _ pest 
and weed control equipment. 
Problem of pickers getting to the 
fruit also increases as trees 
continue to grow. 

These problems are greatly 
reduced when the hedgerows are 
cross cut - and the necessity of

HEDGER DEVELOPED TO MEET NEW CITRUS “ORCHARD DEMANDS 


PORTERVILLE — Three 
pamphlets on dangerous drugs, 
plus a pamphlet on the use of 
alcohol by -juveniles, are to 
be mailed Friday to each of the 
homes of junior high and high 
school students in the Porterville 
Union High School district, 
according to an announcement 
by D.O. Howard, assistant 
superintendent. 

Those homes with parents 
having Spanish surnames will 
receive copies of the pamphlets 
in both Spanish and English, 
Howard said. 

Purpose of the pamphlet 
distribution, the educator said, is 
to alert parents to the fact that 
the use of dangerous drugs is 
increasing, point out ways in 
which all can help and a firm 
belief that “an ounce of 
prevention is still worth a pound 
of cure.“ 

The effort in Tulare county 
to provide information for 
parents regarding the hazards of 
dangerous drug use by students 
was initiated by a Tulare County 
Schools Office Superintendent 
Advisory committee. 

A sub-committee of this 
advisory committee, composed 
of: Dr.. Keith Waite, 
superintendent of the Tulare 
High School district, and Mrs. 
Ruth Thomas, Tulare County 
health nurse, identified the 
pamphlets prepared by Southern 


California school districts as

Reclamation, include 
responsibility for Bonneville 
Power administration in the 
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northwest. 

Dutro called attention to the 
fact that association members, 
representing water users in 
Madera, Fresno, Tulare, Kings 
and Kern counties will be 
celebrating the 25th anniversary 
of the first delivery of Madera 
Canal water and the 20th 
anniversary of the first delivery 
of water through the 
Friant-Kern canal. He said that 
the Friant-Kern and Madera 
canals serve approximately 
800,000 acres of irrigable lands 
and that the supplemental 
supply afforded by the Friant 
Unit has sustained the 
tremendous economic. base 
which would otherwise have 
deteriorated badly because of 
extreme water shortages.

MEANINGFUL TAX REFORM 


Considerable hue and cry has developed in Congress 
over the tax-free status of private foundations. Here, 
some solons eager to appease a tax-weary public feel, 

_ is a fertile field for new revenues, new regulations. 

Just how fertile, wise, or justified is moot. 
The Christian Science Monitor has pointed out that 
if the nation’s 20,000 foundations were taxed 20 percent 


on their $1.5 billion investment income the yield would 
be $300 million. Even an additional 20 percent tax on 
capital ag would produce perhaps another $200 


million. 


e total potential $500 million is less than 


half of 1 percent of the $128 billion paid in the last 
fiscal year in corporate and individual taxes. 
So much for the revenue potential. What of the 


justification? 


There can be no question that foundations have ac- 
quired tremendous economic and political power. Nor 
can it be denied that the laws governing the formation 
of foundations have been used to avoid income taxes, 
preserve family control of business, make available 
tax-free funds for speculation, and so on. 

_ The pertinent point is that there are laws that can 
be so used. It is almost as if Congress has made it not 
only possible but almost imperative to use the tax- 
escape loopholes it has created. 

Certainly the openings for abuse of tax exemptions 
should be thoroughly studied and corrected, but as the 
Los Angeles Times commented, it isn’t necessary to 
throw the baby out with the bathwater. Tax reform 
should preserve what is good, but it should be meaning- 


ful to all the people.
